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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 and 3-13 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on April 27, 2009 has been acknowledged and has been 
entered into the instant application file. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claim 2 was previously objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. As the claim has been 
cancelled, the objection is moot. The objection is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1 and 3 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kim et al. (WO 03/55888). 

The Applicant has deleted the obvious subject matter, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1 and 3 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
obvious over Kim et al. (USPN 7,388,099). 

The Applicant has deleted the obvious subject matter, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Previous Double Patenting Rejections 
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Claims 1 and 3 were previously rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 of U.S. 
Patent No. 7,388,099. 

The Applicant has deleted the obvious subject matter, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 1 . When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim 3 is drawn to the compound of claim 1 , which is used as column packing 
materials for chromatography, additives to gas separation membranes, catalyst for 
various chemical reactions, chemical sensors, biological sensors, or drug carriers. As 
the specification details that all of the compounds of the instant invention can be used 
for those tasks, the scope of claim 3 is no different from the scope of claim 1 . It is 
suggested that the Applicant cancel claim 3.
